1. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

-In line 1 of claim 1, the term "displaydevice" should read "display device".; 
-In the claims, the term "photo-etching-process" should read "photo-etching 
process".; 

-The last two lines of claim 7 are written in a very confusing manner, and should 
be reworded.; 

-The last two lines of claim 9 are written in a very confusing manner, and should 
be reworded.; and 

-In line 4 of claim 13, the term "asilicon" should read "a silicon".
